Mud important Factor 
in State of Indiana 
Few persons realize the part that 
mud has had in the story of Indiana. 
Mud was one of the first necessities 
of the pioneers and mud it was that 
held tiie state back for so many years. 
When the first log cabins were built 
mud was used to stop the crack s be­ 
tween the logs. 
Mud was used ex­ 
tensively in building the chimneys. 
Mud, so useful and necessary in 
con­ 
struction work , then became the bar­ 
rier that separated « me community 
from another and held the pioneers at 
home until sunshine bad dried the 
roads sufficiently for travel. 
In the 
early days when plank roads were ad­ 
vocated, figures were given to show 
what mud was costing the farmers 
every year. 
Indiana lias advanced a consider­ 
able distance from the mud road days, 
observes the Indianapolis News, but 
there remain many hundreds of miles 
of earth roads, back from the main 
highways. 
A county-seat newspaper 
says that attendance at 
the rural 
schools has been decreased because 
roads are impassable. 
Th« * motorcar 
driver who spins along a paved high­ 
way gives little thought to the day 
when a team of 
horses 
had difficulty 
in pulling a wagon through the mud 
at a rate of one mile an hour. At the 
edge of the pavement is mud. but all 
It means to the driver is something 
to avoid. 
In some parts of the state 
there is 
no 
way of avoiding it and 
business is dormant until the roads 
dry out. 
Tiie state is generous with its mud 
of different types. 
< >n the unpaved 
hills of Brown and Monroe counties 
the rich, red clay mud is perhaps the 
hardest 
of 
all 
to 
travel 
over—or 
through. 
On other sections there is 
black e nd in plenty and its depth is 
such that tiie stoutest-hearted auto­ 
mobile gives up in despair. 
In northern Indiana there is a thin­ 
ner mud. The farmer crosses ids barn 
lot, each foot getting heavier with its 
load of mud as lie steps. 
Eventually 
the load falls oiT and a new supply 
begins to accumulate.

proof that they did so except what is 
to be found in tiie testimony of tlie 
cult’s iiitter enemies. 
The mysterious 
rites of witchcraft were always cele­ 
brated In the strictest secrecy. 
Miss Murray think s that the ndher- 
i ents of this older religion at last may 
i have been 
driven 
by 
tiie growing 
strength of Christianity to regard the 
devil as their god. 
In 
those days 
j Christianity’s 
chief 
strength 
was 
j among the upper classes and witch- 
j craft's among the lower. 
This fact 
intensified the hostility of the adher- 
j ents of the two religions. 
Christianity 
was 
unalterably 
op­ 
posed to the barbaric rites of the 
witches and to their simple conception 
of 
the universe. 
As 
a 
result 
tiie 
witches eventually 
may 
have been 
forced to Include in their ritual of in­ 
itiation a specific denial of tlie entire 
Christian faith—God. the immortality 
of tiie soul and everything else the fol­ 
lowers of Christ hold dear. 
Miss Murray suggests that possibly 
it was the Christians themselves 
w ho 
first fastened tlie idea of devil wor­ 
ship upon the witches. The eh I ef deity 
of tlie witch cult was first worshiped 
under a variety of names. 
Since the 
witches regarded this being as the su 
prerue ruler of the universe. It was 
only natural for the Christians to term 
him tiie devil, Lucifer. Beelzebub, the 
Foul Fiend, the Enemy 
of Salvation 
and the Evil One.
